GOV. NEFF SLASHES 
THE A. & M. COLLEGE 
EMERGENCY BILL 


MRS. BARRY WRITES ON 
HOME ECONOMICS WEEK 


Austin Tex., March 22.—In a recent 
letter Mrs. Maggie W. Barry, chair­ 
man of the Home Economics Division 
of the 
General 
Federation of Wo­ 
men’s Clubs, heartily endorses the 
work of the annual Home Economics 
week at the University of Texas, to be 
held this year on March 21 to 25 in­ 
clusive She says in part: 
“The annual Home Economics week 


Austin. Tex.. March 22.—Govern­ 
or Neff used his blue pencil vigorous­ 
ly on the emergency appropriation 
bills passed by the recent regular ses­ 
sion of the legislature and trimmed it

The two largest items ve­ 
toed are $107,500 to pay off state 
bonds and $90,000 for erection of ex­ 
tension building of A. & M. College. 
Other A. & M. College items vetoed 
are $25,000 for equipping mechanical 
engineer building and $10,000 to re­ 
pair and remodel 
Gathwright 
Hall 
used as boys’ dormitory. 
Governor Neff gave the following 
reasons for the vetoes: 
“The 
bill 
which is herewith filed and which is 
by this proclamation in a large part 
vetoed; is what is known as the Emer­ 
gency bill. 
In my opinion, a large 
number of the items disapproved are 
not emergencies viewed 
from 
any 
angle and for that reason are vetoed. 
Such items should be placed in the 
general appropriation bill to be later 
enacted. 
A 
considerable 
number 
should be permitted not stand in this 
or any other bill and for that reason 
are vetoed: Some are for raising sal­ 
aries and creating r.ew places 
and 
should not under present conditions 
be approved; and some are for mak­ 
ing appropriations to certain depart­ 
ments that have extravagantly spent 
the annual appropriation previously 
made and therefore 
the 
so-called 
emergency appropriation should not 
be made as an indorsement and en­ 
couragement in respect to the depart­ 
ment’s spending money beyond allow­ 
ances made. 
Many 
of 
the items 
vetoed are small items, but the state 
government should practice economy 
in small expenditures as well as in 
large ones. Two months ago today, I 
entered the governor’s office and in 
this brief space of time, although con­ 
fronted with duties demanding my 
constant attention, which prevented 
me familiarizing myself with the de­ 
tails of the workings of the respective 
departments of the state government, 
I have observed a waste of money 
in our institutions and departments of 
government that is appaling. In op­ 
position to this spirit of extravagance 
and for the reasons above set forth, I 
have seen fit to eliminate from this 
bill the items indicated aggregating 
the sum of $371,000 this, the 19th 
day of March, 1921.

PHOSPHAfniiS- 
COVERED IN LAROE 
AREA OF TEXAS 


(Special to the Eagle) 
Austin, Tex:. March 21.—Discovery 
that phosphate nodules exists in a 
geological formation which covers a 
large area of Texas has just been 
mad ■ by Miss Hedwig Kniker, assist­ 
ant in the Bureau of Economic Geol­ 
ogy and Tchnology of the University 
of Texas. These nodules were found 
only forty feet beneath the surface in 
a test oil well that is being drilled 
near Ijft Coste, 21 miles west of San 
Antonio. They were sent to 'Dr. J. A. 
Udden, director of the Bureau of 
Economic Geology and Technology to 
be tested- The examination was made 
by Miss Kniker and confirmed by Dr. 
Udden. Until a mfore complete analy­ 
sis has been made of the rock it will 
not be known how high it runs in 
phosphate. Dr. Udden stated, how- 
ever that even should it run as low 
as 30 per cent it would be of commer­ 
cial value, provided, of course, the 
stratum in w'hich it is found is of 
-iuffi dent width. How wide this for­ 
mation is has not yet be . n determin­ 
ed.

.March 19.—Prospecting for the habi­ 
tations of a lost race in virtua lly the 
same manner as miners dig for gold, 
federal em ployes here 
have 
jurt 
started to uncover the remains uf a 
city of a t lea st 100,(KM) inhabitant 
which flourished 4,000 or more years 
ago. 
Here and there over the con­ 
fines of the buried city have been 
sunk sha fts to find streets, housv=» 
and temple.? known to exist below the 
level of the mountain va lley in which 
lies the little villa g e of 
J uan 
de Teotihuacan, the name of which 
means in the Aztec tongue, “ City of 
the Gods.” 
The Mexican government has ap­ 
propriated funds for this work of 
exca%'ation which is in charge of Man­ 
uel 
Gaimio, 
director 
of anthropol­ 
og y of the department o f agriculture. 
The government hopes eventually to 
make the spot one of the show places 
of Mexico. 
Dominating the area are 
the two pyramids, one to the sun and 
the other to the moon, w'hich for cen­ 
turies have defied the 
efforts 
of 
archeologists and historians to trace 
their origin. 
The pyramid to the 
moon is still untouched, retaining an 
appe.» .rance to the la y eye of a huge 
mound of irregular shape, overgrown 
with g ra ss and rubbish. 
Scnor Gamio sa ys the city now un­ 
der excavation at one time covered an 
area of L5 square miles with a popu­ 
lation of more than 100,000. Its build- 
ir.s are unknown to history but, Sr. 
Gamio believes they were a portion 
of an Indian tribe which wandered in­ 
to Mexico from the north and, find­ 
ing the va lley fruitful and the cli­ 
mate salubrious, decided to settle. 
The pre.sence of volcanic rock as one 
of the top strata covering the ruins 
indicates that one 
of 
the nearbv 
erupted and inundated the city w’ith 
lava. 
Entry to the grounds is made fa c­ 
ing the Temple to the Goddess of the 
Winds,” W'hich was 
discovered 
less 
than a year a go, when erosion un­ 
covered well defined w a lls and dec­ 
orations typica lly Indian and Eg ypt­ 
ian in their conception. 
This temple 
has now been dug out and reconstruct­ 
ed on the exterior. 
The inside is 
reached a t present through a series 
of subterranean pa ssa g es. Inside, the 
visitor treads 
over 
massive 
stairs 
with ornate decorations of huge ser­ 
pents with obsidian eyes and g rotes­ 
que conceptions reminiscent of Eg ypt­ 
ian art. 
The work of interior ex­ 
cavation and reconstruction 
i.s 
far 
from complete. 
Between the two pyramids is a 
well defined plaza on one side of 
which a street has been uncovered 
know'n as the “ Path of the Dead.” 
Flanking the plaza are hundreds of 
mounds which Sr. Gamio assured the 
•orrespondent contained either houses 
or temples. 
Immense stores of valu­ 
able archeological materia! have been 
taken from the various excavations.

the sun pyramid is

/APPROPRIATION BILL 


EVANGELIST OEUN 


Question Is Raised At Austin That the Rural Aid, 
University Land Bill and Others Will Be 
Vetoed and Sent To the Special Session—$8,- 
400,000 Involved.

Austin, Texas, March 21.—Sixty-five local bills passed at the 
regular session of the Thirty-seventh legislature were filed Sat­ 
urday by Governor Neff in the secretary of state’s departm ent 
without the signature of the chief executive. This virtually clears 
the governor’s desk of local m easures and places him in position 
to give serious consideration next week to the general bills which 
are awaiting executive action. 
While the governor has given no 
^■intimation as to what he proposes to do with the University of 
^ P ’exas expansion bill, the two school appropriation m easures 
and the West Texas A. and M. College bill, there seems to be a 
• 
general impression th at certain of these m easures are destined 
to be disapproved. 
The University bill carries an appropriation 
of $1,350,000, the rural school bill $4,000,000 and the bill supple­ 
menting available school fund, $3,000,000. The West Texas College 
bill carries $50,000 to purchase land. This is to*be followed by a 
, demand to locate and build a co-education (for boys and girls) 
school under direction of the present A. & M. College directors 
at Bryan. 
Representative Rountree, of Brazos county, held a confer- 
, cnee with Governor Neff Saturday regarding certain building im­ 
provements at A. & M. College including a Mechanical Building to 
cost $150,000. whic h Governor Neff agreed to and approved the 
bill. 
Governor Neff, however, held that the $25,000 for equip­ 
ment was not an em ergency and could come up in the regular 
appropriation bill in June. 
Representative Rountree had passed 
at the regular session an Em ergency appropriation of $00,000 for 
nu Extension office building at College and $10,000 for the im- 
~ provement of Gat Ii wright Hall. These items Governor Neff held 
* should go over to the regular appropriation bill for adjustm ent. 
“ In securing the special appropriations of $125,000 for A. & M. 
1 College under an emergency Representative Rountree says the 
I 
House and Senate passed them without a vote against them. But 
Govrnor Neff holds that perhaps it is better to veto the entire 
special program ancTaSsemble the legislature to pass on all the 
• expenses of the state. There is in sight a deficiency of $(*,000,000 
under the present revenues unless taxes on oil, gas, lumber and 
other products are raised. The revenues for two years cannot 
reach over $30,000,000 and wit Ii appropriation aggregating $3G.- 
000,000 in view there is a crisis ahead.” 
When asked by the As- 
sociattxl Press what he thought Governor Neff would do this week 
he said: 
“The problem to pass on $8,400,000 in special appro­ 
priation is a serious question now and the governor is weighing 
the m atter with deliberation.

This was 
reasonable in 1876 w’hen the present 
constitution was adopted and there 
Arere seven state institutions; 700,OOO 
people and only $500,000 to appropri­ 
ate in taxes and no public utilities or 
cities in Texas. Now we have $5,000- 
000 people, sixty state institutions, 
$30,000,000 to appropriate and multi­ 
tudinous interests.

San Juan de Teotihuacan, Mexico, 
March 19,—Prospecting for the habi­ 
tations of a lost race in virtually the 
same manner as miners dig for gold, 
federal employes here 
have 
just 
started to uncover the remains of a 
city of at least 100,000 inhabitants 
which flourished 4,000 or more year? 
ago. 
Here and there over the con­ 
fines of the buried city have been 
sunk shafts to find streets, houser 
and temples known to exist below the 
level of the mountain valley in which 
lies the little village of San Juan 
de Teotihuacan, the name of which 
means in the Aztec tongue, “City of 
the Gods.” 
The Mexican government has ap­ 
propriated funds for this work of 
excavation which is in charge of Man­ 
uel 
Gaimio, 
director 
of anthropol­ 
ogy of the departm ent of agriculture. 
The government hopes eventually to 
make the spot one of the show places 
of Mexico. 
Dominating the area are 
the two pyramids, one to the sun and 
the other to the moon, which for cen­ 
turies have defied the 
efforts 
of 
archeologists and historians to trace 
their origin. 
The pyramid to the 
moon is still untouched, retaining an 
appearance to the lay eye of a huge 
mound of irregular shape, overgrown 
with grass and rubbish. 
Senor Gamio says the city now un­ 
der excavation at one time covered an 
area of 15 square miles with a popu­ 
lation of more than 100,000. Its build­ 
ers are unknown to history but, Sr. 
Gamio believes they were a portion 
of an Indian tribe which wandered in­ 
to Mexico from the north and, find­ 
ing the valley fruitful and the cli­ 
mate salubrious, decided to settle. 
The presence of volcanic rock as oaf 
of the top strata covering the ruins 
indicates that one 
of 
the nearby 
erupted and inundated the city with 
lava. 
Entry to the grounds is made fac­ 
ing the i’empie to the Goddess of the 
Winds,” which was 
discovered 
less 
than a year ago, when erosion un­ 
covered well defined walls and dec­ 
orations typically Indian and Egypt­ 
ian in their conception. 
This temple 
has now been dug out and reconstruct­ 
ed on the exterior. 
The inside is 
reached at present through a series 
of subterranean passages. Inside, the 
visitor treads 
over 
massive 
stairs 
with ornate decorations of huge ser­ 
pents with obsidian eyes and grotes­ 
que conceptions reminiscent of Egypt- 
;an art. 
The work of interior ex­ 
cavation and reconstruction 
is 
far 
from complete. 
Between the two pyramids is a 
well defined plaza on one side of 
which a street has been uncovered 
known as the “Path of the Dead.” 
Flanking the plaza are hundreds of 
mounds which Sr. Gamio assured the 
•orreepondent contained either houses 
ir temples. 
Immense stores of valu­ 
able archeological m aterial have been 
aken from the various excavations. 
Human bones, 
terra 
cotta heads, 
obsidian 
knives, 
arrowheads, 
chil­ 
drens tops of clay, cooking utensils, 
incense burners and crude musical in­ 
strum ents form the bulk of the find 
m d all are preserved in a museum 
which has just been erected on the 
grounds. 
The two pyramids, how- 
j j ver, are the dominant structures of 
! ’he city. 
The pyramid to the sun 
I measures 761x721 feet at the base 
j and is 216 feet high narrowing to a 
level summit. 
Unlike the pyramids 
of 
Egypt 
j with its huge jutting blocks of stone 
J forming an endless stairs to the top, 
the sun pyramid is 
built with 
a 
smooth surface in five distinct tiers. 
Ascent is made by steps built into the 
side and to the uninitiated the under­ 
taking is almost perilous because of 
the steep incline with no supporting 
balustrades.

; spect that it contains no interior pas­ 
sages or rooms. 
The pyramid of the
